As Hyde did not resign by 11 o'clock today, 
as Alexander required in his ultimatum yes- 
terday, the latter's supporters declared 
Hyde’s attitude certainly would result in 
an appeal being made tothe attorney general 
for an investigation of his administration of 
the society's afiairs, as Alexander had no 
idea of receding from the position he wee | 
yesterday.

Alexander Refuses Peace. 

tt was Stated by a man close to Alexander 
that the president had not agreed to abide 
by the concessions accompanying the sur- 
render of Hyde, although the strongest ef- 
forts are being made to secure his acquies+ 
cence. He objects on the ground that Hyde 
will be allowed to remain as an officer of the 
corporation. 

The anti-Hyde faction tn the society and

less than the resignation of Hyde or a thor- 
ough official investigation of the conduct of 
the society's business under the Ménagement 
board of directors.

Mutualization to Be Hastened. 
For the surrender which Hyde made in the 
matter of the executive committee members 
he was cenceded by the policy holders’ com- 
mittee two years for the procese of mutual- 
ization. . Fourteen of the directors are to be 


elected in 19006 and fourteen in 1906. The 


former concession made by Hyde to the 
mutualization committee of the Equitable’s 
board of directors contemplated’ a period of 
four years for the change, and the demand 
of the Crimmins committee that the board be 
mutualized at once was one of the points 
fought hardest by Hyde and his supporters. 
The Crimmins committee has declared in 
ite public ciroulars that the reason Hyde 
desired this time was that he might obtain 
control over the organised agencies, thereby 
to enable him and his allies to elect the policy 
holders’ directors at the annual meetings. 
That Hyde may bé able to accomplish the

Bloomington, Ill., April 1. — [Special.] —. 
What is thought to be the most successful 
duck hunting season in many years among 
central Tlinois hunters will close on April 
15. After that date, the birds are under the 
protection of the law. Many parties will go 
out next week fora final shoot. The greatest 
sport is reported from the vicinity of Mere- 
dosia, on the Illinois river. The ducks have 
been flying by the thousands and have fol- 
lowed the river from its junction with the 


Mississippi, near Pearl, north as far as La 


Salle. 

Many parties have been seeking the birds 
at the southern end of the river, while others 
report good sport from Spring lake and other 
Mason county points. A unique feature of 
the duck hunting this year was the employ- 
ment of so many live decoys. Quite a num- 
ber of people in Mason county rent tame 
ducks for this purpose. They are weighted 
by means of a leaden sinker, and cannot pro- 


ceed far. They are trained to squawk when- 


ever a flock of wild birds comes near, and as 
the birds descend they are met by the hunt- 
er’s gun. 

The live decoys are proving effectual, and 
there is a brisk demand forthem. The sport 
promises to wane in the second week of this 
month, as the majority of the birds have 
reached the north, and will continue to Wis-

To the average man Mr. Hyde seems. 
guilty of a breach of trust. The average 
man knows that if he charged up his social 
entertainments to the account of his com- 
pany the things that would be said about 
him by his business friends would not be 
“fit to print.” 

If it is true that Mr. Hyde'spent $30,000 
on his dinner to M. Cambén, the French am- 
bassador, he was not only guilty of an im- 
propriety from the business point of view 
but he was playing his guest a shabby trick. 
He was not a considerate or an honorable 
host. Hostile insurance legislation was at 
that time pending in France. The expeudi- 
ttire of so much money on a French ambas- 
sador by an insurance official just at that 
particular time could hardly fail to ave & 
suggestive odor. 

Mr. Hyde will have to clear himself not 
only of a talent for impropriety but of a 
_positive genius for silliness. It is time that 
he tried to clear himself. Or, if he can’t do 
that, it is time that he made a clean breast 
of things. He ought either to plead guilty 
or else plead not guilty and prove it. 

He will probably havea hard time proving | 
any large degree of innocence. It would not 
impair the financial reputation of the coun- 
try if he should tacitly admit the worst and 
softly and silently vanish away. He is not 
a strong argument for public confidence in 
the present mapagement of large business 
enterprises.

With a teach- 
ers’ council te prevent you from getting 
turned out and ap automatic wage scale.to 
pass you up every year to a higher salary 
the teacher's mind will-be relieved from 
care and every teacher will be able, just as 
the leaders of the union are now, to devote 
herself to the Referendum Jeague, the mu- 
nicipal ownership central committee, and 
other political organizations. 

This would ‘hot’ suit Harlan. He would 
shave no objection, we believe, to an’ or- 
ganization among the teachers.

but an Act 
By Hollis 


¥F you should be owing John Smith money 
for a long time, and if John has been 
annoyed and exasperated time and again 

‘ because of the unpaid debt, until finally 

some action toward payment on your part 
must be taken In order to save yourself 
trouble and expense—well, John may put you 
to some trouble In the settlement of the claim 
such as you had not anticipated. 

Tt is in a case such as this that thé term 
“legal tender in all its technical pogstbili- 
ties applies. In paying John Smith you must 
make a legal tender of the money due him; 


“ft must be the exact amount of the debt, 


neither a cent more nor a cent less; andafter 
he has taken the money in full of the debt 
you cannot ask him for a receipt! : 
Supposing that you have “all kinds of 
money” at the time, save that it is fn bills 
entirely too large for the purpose, it may be 
a startling suggestion that there is not an 


institution in the United Startes that, off- 
hand ‘at request, is duty bound to’ make 


change; in fact, many of the institutions to 
Which you might look for the service as a 
matter of course are expressty forbidien to 
make change! 

Aj pleasant prospect for a man who may 


have a $100 bill, owe $96.85 to a mati who 
has not or will not get the $3.15 in change, 


and whois unable to finda third party willing 
to “ break the billl. But vastly styanger 
things have happened. 

All of this is suggestive of the abit of 
change making and keeping that devolves 
upon the citizen himeelf, and which neverthe-

Change Making Not « Duty. 
this has a bearing upon the public's 
duty regarding the contents of its everyday 
purse. In these nationa) treasury laws 
may seek protection for itself, just as it must 
owe courtesies and considerations to those 
with whom it has business relations. So far 
as one may judge by a canvass of the public 
and quasi-public institutions of the country, 
not one of them considers change making as 
one of its duties. Instead, the postoffices 
and the treasury and the subtreasuries of 
the United States are forbidden to make 
change. The ruling of the treasury depart- 
ment in general is that “ currency shall not 
be exchanged for currency " in the sense of 
making change and not involving the re- 
@emption of certain moneys and the reissue 


% 


of coins no longer fit for circulation. 


At the same time in the subtreasury in Chi- 
cago it has been found necessary for the 
con@uct of business that some concessions 
be made in change making. At a certain 
window the chance caller with a bill or coin 
larger than he desires may present the 
money and receive moneys of smaller de- 
nominations, but never if he appears at the 
window making a demand. Ae distinctly it 
is a courtesy of the subtreasury as it would 
‘be in any bank im the city or as it would be 
at.a stamp window in the postoffice. | 
Altogether the situation as we find it un- 
der the law, regardless of the concessions 
that for certain reasons have been made, . 
is that the whole duty of the person offering 
money for value received has not been per- 
formed unlese he shall tender the exact 
amount of money invoived in the ttansac- 
tion. Manifestly whatever effort ie made on 
the part of the creditor to make the change 
is voluntary and out of his good riature, in 
no sense required by written and uriwritten 
law. It is here that the duty of the citizen 
comes in.

The clerk is in the ano position ot!

He has nothing to rely on 
outside of his ‘work, and this jis at best but 
poor means of earning a livelihood.’ The 
skilled man of the trades nof{ only has his

_ some work that he can do for which the 
clerk is unfitted. e clerk can- 
not earn over a week unless he is a 
phenomenon. Twenty-four dollars a week 
fis not an uncommon figure fcr a man with 
a trade..

Dense for Limited 

Not knowing French.-shorthand, found 
my chances for office work limited.

However, one of the names 
I had was that a firm-which had enough 
English correspondence to require one sten- 
ographer for that work exclusively and they 
engaged my services. 


Salaries are in general better in Patis than © 
in Londdén, but the francs melt ‘away wiore .

are long. Many houses do not cioge until. 


7 and even 8 in the evening. The principals 
usually leave off work for a couple'of hours
